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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants' argue in essence on pages 5-7 "...the 
Applicant respectuflly notes that the first through fourth bundles of claims 1 9 and 31 are from separate threads of a multiply-threaded 
program..." This has not been found persuasive. Fernando in column 7, lines 5-46; column 8, lines 24-41 and column 9, lines 40-65 
describe the operation of their system in MIMD mode. In this mode, the different datapaths operate independently of each other on 
instructions fetched. As Fernando shows, the DFork instruction separates the single program into multiple individual programs, i.e. 
separate threads, to be executed independently on the different datapaths. This is shown in column 9, lines 1 1-39, which shows the 
originally single threaded program in column 8, lines 45-60 separated into two separate, independent threads and executed independently 
on the primary and secondary pipelines. Therefore, Fernando has taught a multiply-threaded program, since a single threaded program is 
separated into independent threads with the DFork instruction. Also, it is known that Fork instructions, in general, spawn independent 
threads from a single main program. 
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
